SYNOPSIS OF PAPERS READ AT 
EMERALD GROVE. 


Celebration 
of 
the 
Congregational 
Church’s Semi-Centennial Came to 
an End on Sunday—The Anniversary 
Sermon Preached by Rev. D. B. 
Jackson—Historical Documents. 


The Emerald G»*ove Oaogregational 
church was organized on Saturday, 
December 5, 1846, and met as an or­ 
ganization on Sunday, December 6, 
1846 
The same day of the week and 
month, fifty years later, it met to hold 
its jubilee celebration. A large com­ 
pany of old and young gathered and a 
full day was spent listening to fifty 
years history and in social reunions of 
old friends. 
After the openiog exer­ 
cises the first paper read was one sent 
by Rev. C. S. Shattuck, • 'Emerald 
Grove Congregational Church During 
The Civil W ar.” 
Mr. Shattuck said, 
in part: 
“ It was midway in the w ar when I 
came to Emerald Grove—in the spring 
of 1863. 
The whole population was 
loyal, and copperheads were so scarce 
th at they m ight have been caged and 
exhibited. 
Many volnnteers w ent to 
the war, some. alas, never to return. 
War meetings were well attended.” 
Some pat stories cf the early 2hurch 
and congregation followed, and Rev. 
Mr. Shattuck then went on to sketch 
a Hat of tho^e who had gone to the 
front. 
Henry Jones died of consump­ 
tion as the result of his service; Duane 
Wemple died a t Fort Fisher, and 
George Play ton, the announcem ent of 
whose death came a t the opening of 
the services on Sunday morning. 
A fter the end of the war, when all 
were rejoicing, came the sudden and 
dark eclipse of the nation’! joy in the 
death of President Lincoln. In closing 
he eaid “ we were living in better 
times now, and may this pleaaant fes­ 
tival be indeed a foretaste of the great 
coming one, the everlasting preunion 
above.” 
Ber. R ichard 
Miller Speaks. 
Music by the choir preceded Rev. 
Richard Miller’s historical paper. 
Af­ 
ter congratulating the hearers on be­ 
ing present, he said th at the celebra­ 
tion was one of joy and sadness. More 
than three hundred sermons, aix hun­ 
dred prayers, two thousand hymns, 
had been delivered from 1873 to 1877, 
he said, and they couldn’t be spoken 
of in a single breath. 
A congregation 
of thirteen heard his first sermon—on 
October 26, 1873—he said. 
He then 
told how the interest increased, and 
the church grew. 
He then told some­ 
thing of the village and its people. 
Two wedding ceremonies were per­ 
formed on Dccsmber 25, ’73. Tbe first 
eonple parted before they reached 
home: lived together again, and then 
parted again. 
Daring his pastorate 
he performed seventeen wedding cere­ 
monies, and officiated at many funer­ 
als. 
He then told some of the early 
pastors and gave some Interesting rem­ 
iniscences. 
Sketches of some of the 
pioneer members of the church fol­ 
lowed, and the paper was of excep­ 
tional interest. 
Rev. D. K. ^ackton'* Paper. 
Letters from the following absent 
parties and numbers were then read, 
Mrs. M. Foote, of Rockford, III., the 
wife of the first paster of the church, 
Mr. J, W. Dean, of California, Mr. O. 
H. P. Youngs, of Tiffany, Wie.. Mrs. 
Mary Scott, of Emerald Grove, who 
was nnable to be present, Mr. C. M. 
Blackman, of Whitewater, 0. G. Foltz, 
Rev. G. RiOdell, of Chicago. Rev. D. 
B. Jackson, of Minneapolis 
followed 
with 
a 
historical 
paper. 
Rev. 
Mr. Jackson, in 
the beginning of 
bis 
paper, 
alluded 
to 
his 
coming 
to 
Janesville 
in 
April, 
1879 to carry on the Janesville olas 
sical Academy, but a casual meeting 
with R. Cheney, ended in his going to 
Emerald Grove to preach instead. Until 
April, 1850, 
he mads Janesville his 
home, preaching at Emerald Grove, 
and Johnstown. 
His ten years pastorate was char­ 
acterized by 
harmony and 
actine 
united effort.

The field was a large one 
and frequently

would spend two or three days in get 
ting around among tbe people.

ding fees amounted to about $60 a 
year.

It. lasted but one season, how­ 
ever, as the pastor could not attend to 
it, and perform bis church duties too. 
He alluded to t ie death of several 
members of the congregation, and re­ 
ferred to the wedding anniversaries 
^lebr&ted.

was built in 1887 and 1888. 
In clos­ 
ing he said th a t he and Mrs. Jackson 
had made many new friends at their 
present home, bat none could be more i 
faithful than those of the early day 
at Emerald Grove. 
Mr*. Cheney’s Paper. 
At noon, through the management 
of the ever willing ladies and the gen­ 
erosity of all the community, the 
tables in tho old church, which now 
stands in the rear of the new one, 
were aauo to groan w ith prodigal 
abundance, and all enjoyed a bounte­ 
ous repast. 
Throughout the two days 
the church was much gratified in hav­ 
ing the presence of one of the charter 
membere, Mrs. M. L. Cheney of Janes­ 
ville, and all were not a little inter­ 
ested and touched on bearing her and 
her son Russel Lee, slag “ Calling Us 
Away.” 
Mrs. Cheney said th at in 
1844 there were but three families in 
Emerald Grove, wolves howled, aud 
deer were often seen. 
At th at time 
no religious services were held a t the 
village. 
The work of the first pastor, 
Rev. Hiram Foote, was sketched by 
Mrs. Cheney in an entertaining way, 
and continuing, she told of the organi­ 
zation of the church. 
The first meet­ 
ing was held in Erastus Dean’s kitch­ 
en, where services were held until 
1847. 
Then the stone school house 
was used for meetings. 
She told of 
tbe early pastors, and said th at ia 
1885 the new church 
was 
built 
at 
a cost of 81,700. 
Twenty one 
soldiers went to the war, the Ladies’ 
Aid society raising $700 for them. 
Five did not return. 
Mr. Cheney’s 
paper was interesting in the extreme, 
and was listened to w ith close atten­ 
tion. After the roll call of the present 
membership the filet day’s session was 
closed. 
The Anal venery Sermon. 
On Sunday evening the anniversary 
sermon was preached by Rev. D. B. 
Jackson, pastor from 1879 to 1889. 
Mr. Jackson took for his text: 
“ So That We Ourselves Glory In 
Yon In tbe Church of God.” 
The leading thought in the discus­ 
sion was the importance, value, aud 
usefulness of the Church of Christ. 
Given a common danger, the brethren 
would stand shoulder to shoulder. 
The church was not a social d a b , but 
a divinely appointed instrum ent slily 
for the salvation cf sonla.

He earnestly exhorted all 
to stand by the church because it rep ­ 
resented the highest and best Inter­ 
ests of mankind, both in this life, and 
in the life to come.

The second great error wee the 
compromise made by Englieh Puritans 
three hundred years ago, which sought 
to transfer the Sabbath law to Snn- 
iay.and to “ change the Sabbath.’’Bath 
these errors have been tested and 
found w anting. 
The Sunday ie fast 
reverting to its original type,and Prot­ 
estants are powerless to cheek the de­ 
coy even w ithin the churches. 
Holi­ 
day ism and no-Sabbathiem are in the 
ascendency. 
There it no remedy, say 
the Seventh-Day Baptiste, except in a 
return to the bible and the observence 
of the Sabbath, not aa a Jewish but a 
christian institution, according to the 
example of Christ.

The lace is a*special sort, to be had 
of a dealer iii church furnishings, and 
the Japanese gold thread must be bought 
of an importer of eastern goods. First 
measure and cnt the cotelean by the 
altar it is proposed to decorate, bearing 
in mind that every section must be cut 
absolutely square. 
Cut a paper^pattern 
of tho crosses, alpha and omega, to be 
used iii decorating tho upper aud lower 
hanging, called the super aud frontal. 
By tho pattern cut tho crosses, etc., Bi 
gold tissue, handling it very gingerly, 
else it will quickly fray out. 
Tack one 
of tho tissue crosses on to the frontal and 
begin to outline it w ith the Japanese 
gold thread. This thread must be sewed 
011 skillfully with the fine yellow sew­ 
ing silk. 
When all tbe figures are applied, with 
a couple of irons, not too hot, press the 
whole frontal aud super, on the wrong 
side, of course. 
The linen lining may 
now bo sewed on, whipping it neatly to 
tho satin all around, and then the two 
pieces are ready for the fringe. 
This 
must be set on three inches above the 
lower edge of the frontal, so that it 
hangs on and not below it. 
In deco­ 
rating the super of course apply the tis 
sue figures as on the frontal, but sew 
the billion fringe on the super’s edge. 
Tho drawing shows where the lace is 
used ki ornamenting tho sides of tho 
frontal in what are called orphreys. Ap­ 
ply tho lace as tho design indicates, 
using ordinary sewing silk for the pur­ 
pose.

The “Insurrection** in Cuba. 
The insurrection in Cuba still con­ 
tinues w ith all its perplexities. 
It is 
difficult to perceive th a t any progress 
h as thus far been m ade tow ard the 
pacification of the island or th a t the 
situation of affairs as depicted in my 
last annual m essage has in the least 
im proved. If Spain still holds H avana 
and the seaports and all the consider­ 
able tow ns, the insurgents still roam at 
will over at least two thirds of the 
inland country. 
If the determ ination 
of Spain to pu t down the insurrection 
seem s b u t to strengthen with the lapse 
of tim e, and is evinced by her unhesi­ 
ta tin g devotion of largely 
increased 
m ilitary and naval forces to the task, 
th ere is m uch reason to believe th at 
th e insurgents have gained in point of 
num bers, and character, and resources, 
and are none the less inflexible in their 
resolve not to succum b, w ithout prac­ 
tically securing the g reat objects for 
w hich they took up arm s. 
If Spain 
h as not yet re-established her author­ 
ity, neither have the insurgents yet 
m ade good their title to be regarded as 
an independent state. 
Indeed, as the 
contest has gone on, the pretense th at 
Civil governm ent exists on the island, 
except so fa r as Spain is able to m ain­ 
tain it, has been practically abandoned. 
Spain does keep on foot such a gov­ 
ernm ent, more or less im perfectly, In 
th e large tow ns and th eir Im m ediate 
suburbs.

suggestion possibly w orthy of consid­ 
eration if there were any evidence of 
a desire or w illingness on the p a rt of 
Spain to en tertain such a proposal. It 
is urged, finally, th at, all other m eth­ 
ods failing, the 
existing 
internecine 
strife in Cuba should be term inated by 
our intervention, even a t the cost of a 
w ar betw een the U nited States and 
Spain—a w*ar which its advocates con­ 
fidently prophesy could be neither large 
in its proportions nor doubtful in its 
issue. The correctness of this forecast 
need be neither affirmed 
nor denied.
